Tho Z.nu-Ktchlns Process by Which Most 


of Them Are Made. 


In the il t of etching figures or de- 


signs in metallic plates it is the com- 
mon piacticf to tiansfer them upon 
the metal from, photographs, or to 
hawthorn thoicon with an ink capa- 
ble of lesistmg thf action of tho acid 
pmployod in 
tho etching 
piocess, 


which cats away 
the surrounding 


motal, leaving the design m high ro- 
hof 
In following this method, how- 


ovti tho edges ol tho figmes become 
utmost mvaiiably lounded, thus not 
piodncing tho desired effect in tho 
in the punts produced. It is to obviate 
these difhculties that the present proc- 
ess Ins been invented, which claims 
to secure sharp edges 01 contours in 
plitoi oithci of zmo or other metals 
Iho following is tho complete descrip- 
tion 
A 7inc plate having a smooth 


polished suifaoo IB taken, and upon it 


!•> diawn tho icquircd design with an 
ink composed of osphaltum, turpentine 
ami oil ('enough to keep the com- 
position m a liquid state), and a little 
lampblack to daiken it

ject to bo leproduccd be an engraving, 
i irhci stone, plate, wood or any othoi 
maloiiai, it is transferi od by the usual

Condition of Crops. 


The crops in all portions of the state where 


the late ruins are reported, have made good 
growtlijduriuf; tho past week anil the outlook Is 
in the main more (avorablo. The condition ot 
the crops, however, Is far from encouraging in 
all the southern counties, excepting the few 
localities visited by local rains, where temporary 
relief Is afforded. Tho serious damage resulting 
from the drouth and the presence of the army 
worm, chinch bug and cut worm, in the southern 
division ot the state, has largely reduced the 
prospects for the grain and grass crops. The 
reports received on this date Indicate the pres- 
ence ot locusts in alarming numbers In several 
localities in the northern part ot the state. 


CORH—This crop has made good growth of 


late and In the central and northern counties is 
in much better condition than last week. This 
plant is small, but generally ot good color and 
free from weeds. Farmers have seldom had 
their corn in a better state of cultivation at cor- 
responding date In previous years, than this 
season. This crop stands greatly in need of 
frequent showers and a higher temperature. 


OATS—The condition ot this crop promises an 


average or better yield per acre in all except 
the southern counties, where the drouth has 
prevailed. 


WHEAT—The prospects for winter wheat in 


the counties'Of Pike, Green, Morgan, Sanga- 
mon, 
Fiatt and Champaign are much better 


than heretofore reported and the limited wheat 
area in the counties named promises an average 
yield per acre.- The condition of tills crop In 
Madison, St. Clair and other leading winter 
wheat counties gives encouragement for from 
ten to seventy-live per cent, of an average yield 
pel acre. The most unfavorable reports con- 
cerning the condition of winter wheat come 
from the counties of Wayne, Bicoland, Hamil- 
ton, Franklin, Lawrence, Clay, Shelby and Jas- 
per.
